Who's Who 
in the Cast 


GEORGE GOBEL (Barney Cashman) 


Universally acclaimed as one of the great- 
est comedy actors of this generation, 
“‘Lonesome’”’ George Gobel once nurtured 
the unlikely dream of becoming a profes- 
sional baseball player. 


While still in his teens, Gobel traded the 
baseball for a round microphone when, with 
his parents’ blessings, he joined a group of 
western entertainers on WLS radio in Chi- 
cago. The group included the then unknown 
Gene Autry and Red Foley. Gobel was an 
instant ‘‘hit’’ on radio and continued on WLS 
for eight years. 


Ironically, comedy did not enter Gobel’s 
repertory until during his World War II Air 
Force days. He was ‘‘drafted’’ to entertain 
his buddies during recreational hours athis 
home base in Frederic, Oklahoma where, 
as a Lt. he was assigned to train B-26 
pilots. He augmented his song and guitar- 
playing sessions with stories in his own 
natural frozen-faced style which brought 
him fame and fortune in post-war years. 


Upon his discharge from the Air Force, 
Gobel made the rounds of Chicago theatri- 
cal agencies to see ifhe could sellhis com- 
edy act. He was rebuffed at every turnuntil 
he knocked on the door of David P. O’Mal- 
ley, a leading agent-manager. 


O’Malley sensed Gobel’s comedy poten- 
tial and with that meeting a manager- 
partner relationship association was form- 
ed which has lasted 25 years ...anear 
phenonemon in the show business world. 


Immediately after Gobel met O’Malley, 
the latter started booking the comedian into 
smart cafes, clubs and hotels where he 
performed before every type of audience 
with ever increasing favorable reaction. 


With national TV exposure starting in 
1952, Gobel quickly gained top internation- 
al stardom. In these early days of tele- 
vision he made guest appearances on vir- 
tually every top-rated variety show, in- 
cluding more than 40 ‘‘guest shots’’ on 
THE GARRY MOORE SHOW. 


Immediately following seven consecutive 
appearances on NBC-TV’s THE SATURDAY 
NIGHT REVUE in 1954, that network pre- 
sented him with his own series, THE 
GEORGE GOBEL SHOW. 


For the next three years THE GEORGE 
GOBEL SHOW was the top half-hour comedy 
program of the nation. It was so successful, 
in fact, that for the next two years he star- 
red in a one-hour program for the same 
network. Concluding this five years of build- 
ing audiences and fans, CBS signed Gobel. 
There he alternated in a comedy format 
series with Jack Benny. 


Since 1960, he has. averaged a dozen or 
more guest appearances on various shows 
on the three networks. During the 1968-69 
season, for instance, he was seen guesting 
with Jackie Gleason, Carol Burnett, the 
Smothers Brothers, Red Skelton and Dean 
Martin. 


No stranger to the legitimate theatre, 
Gobel made his Broadway stage debut in 
1961 starring in a musical adaptation of 
George Abbott’s THREE MENONAHORSE, 
retitled LET IT RIDE. He also toured for a 
year in the National Company of Neil Si- 
mon’s comedy hit, THE ODD COUPLE, and 
has appeared in summer stock in AFUNNY 
THING HAPPENED ON THE WAY TO THE 
FORUM, BYE, BYE BIRDIE and THE IM- 
POSSIBLE YEARS. 


He has also headlined at every major 
nightclub throughout the United States. 


George and his manager-partner, ‘‘Mr. 
O’’ . . George never refers to him by any 
other name. . are involved in numerous 
business ventures, including a major inter- 
est in the nation-wide chain of Ramada Inn 
Motor Hotels.
